This feemed to them am extraordinary artifice and 
contrivance, a meer forgery, an idle {cbeme, defigned to 
dijguife this affair, by turning it into Pidicule; andwhich 
might tend to leflen the contempr, with which all perfons 
ought to treat the Perjon of the Pretender, and bis wicked 
Aecomplices 5 who, being found to be faltely charged with 
writing a fham Letter, may not, perhaps, meet with that 
abhorrence and deteftation which they juftly deferve on 
the account of that Letter, which they «did. "really fend.

Mr. Sponver ftood up firit, and faid, Mr. Prefident, 
This is the firft Letter in which On ever made a great 
figure, and appeared as a Gentleman of no fmall impor- 
tance. In all other places where I have ever feen him, 
which I have done pes five thoufand times, he always 
feemed to be no more than a perfonal indeterminate Pro- 
noun. As to his Family it is indeed very ancient, his name 
being’ derived from Homme, which by a corruption, to 
which all names are fubjeét, has been changed into On. 
In ancient times the public Criesrs begun their proclama- 
tions by Hom fait /garoir, inftead of On fait fgavoir. 
He afterwards fined the force of a colletive noun, repre-’ 
fenting .feveral uncertain and indefinite perfons, either in 
the firft or third perfon plural. 1 have often thought it 
very probable, that the Englith Phrafe in the fingular 
number, One cannot imagine, and the like, were derived 
from the French On ne peut imaginer, &c, but however, 
this is certain, that the phrafes fo much in vogue among 
my learned Brethren the News Writers, They write, They 
advife, and the Hyp-Oratoricat Phrafe, We bear, 
which appears conftantly in the Daily Papers, are moft 
properly tranflated into French by On. -So that it is cer- 
tain, that the Particle On may be uied for the firf or the 
third perfon plural. —— And it is as certain, that it may 
likewite be uled for the fir perjon fingular ; of which the 
authority of Ricrsiet, produced by my Brother Wat- 


in fuch a manner, that it is juftly to be fulpected, that 
he had it at fecond hand from One who underftood but 
little of the French Language. Ruicnetet’s words are, 
On fe met on un fens nouveau pour la premiere perfonne 
Je, Se. which is here falfly tranflated, On js pe in a 
modern fenfe 1n the firft perfon 1, &Sc. inftead of For vbe 
Sitft perfon. And whereas Mr. Watstncuam fays juit 
before, that it may be ued, either in the firft or third, 
&c. (which by the way fhews this miftake to be no error 
of the prefs) it is abfolutely falfe: for Ow is never ufed in 
the fir perfon, but is always joined to a verb of the third 
perion fingular. ——— But not to infift any longer on this 
miftake, 1 beg leave to obferve, that when M. Ricnerst 
affirms, that On is ufed for the firft perjon fingular, he im- 
mediately adds this reftri€tion, in writing or {peaking fa- 
miliar/y; and that Father Burigr aflerts, that it is never 
fo uled buc en riant, or out of modefty: all which, tho” 
confiftent enough with the flyle and charafer of a private 
Ba. ker, are altogether inconfiitent with the fy’e of great 
authority. And therefore it is fomething ftrange, that in 
the Tranflation, * On hath been rendered in the fir? Per- 
* fon Plural, or the ffyle Reyal’: and ftranger, that M. 
RickELet’s authority has been brought to fupport it. He 
fays, On és u/ed for the firft perfon fingular: the inference is, 
Therefore it is ufed for the firft perion plural, or the fyle 
Roya/.— I allow indeed, that it is ufed for the firft perion 
plural, and may be tranflated by We: but then this We 
muft fignify feveral uncertain and indefinite perfons, and 
never one certain perion as in any authority. Marthal Tu- 
RENNE firit introduced Monfigur On at the French Court : 
where tho’ this Gentleman was well received, yet the King 
never gave him any Commiffion to reprefent his perfon. 
‘That was always done by Monfieur Nous, as the 
here in England isby Mr. We : and I challenge my learn- 
ed Brother Watsincnam to produce one inftance, where 
Montieur On ever appeared as the ftyle of great autho- 
rity, and declaring the Royal Pleafure of the Grand Mo-

rs Dramatical performances come under the cognizance 
A of your Society, I hope, without any apology, you'll 
give this letter a placein your next. 

The depravity of modern tafte has been long complained 
of ; and feveral Draniatic performances have been initanced 
in to prove that depravity. I thought this only the bi- 
gotted opinion of fome peevifh old Gentlemen, who com- 
mend every thing of the laft. age, and condemn every thing 
of the prefent. I entered into a difpute on this fubje& the 
other evening with a Gentleman of the Temple, who 
efteems it a more amiable Character to be a man of wit 
and pleafure, than a great Lawyer. After I had urged 
all the common arguments againft our prefent theatrical 
tafte, and he had f{poken as ftrenuoufly in the defence of 
it. Sir, fays he, there is a fine burlefque Piece to be 
played to night at Drury-lane 5 which, for pointed fatire, 
true humour, and mock heroick, will ‘exceed any thing 
that ever appeared on the ftage. Itis founded on as good 
a fubjeét as the Beggars Opera ; and I affure you, the mo- 
ral is as inftruétive. In fhort, he urged our theatrical 
tafte was rather improved than depraved ; and engaged me 
to go with him to fee it the next evening. 

But, Mr. Bavius, how was I furprized to fee the moft 
notorious Bawds, Pimps, and Whores, brought on the ftage 
to pleafe as polite an audience -as- I ever faw for the time of 
the year. My Man of ro was not only very bufy in 
explaining the beauties of the language, but the fecret hifto- 
ry, the reality of the characters, and fome perfonal {can- 
dal. I obferved there were feveral young fellows in the 
pit and boxes {miling, and mightily pleated at fome paf- 
fages; which, tho’ they knew the meaning of them, were 
entirely mifunderftood by three parts of the audience. It 
gave me fome fatisfaction to fee fo many too ignorant to 
relifh the archnefs of the Poet, and dull enough not to ap- 
plaud the wit they did not underftand. 

After an Epilogue entirely adapted to the Play, and 
liftening to fome different whifpers in the pit, of Critics, 
Wits, Men of pleafure, &c. as my companion and I were 
returning to his Chambers, coming along the Play-houfe 
paffage, a Lady of his acquaintance trip’d out of an ad- 
joining Coffee-houfe, and clapping him on the fhoulder, 
accofted. him with two lines of this new Piece. He re- 
plied in two others, which, tho’ I’ve forgot, were‘in the 
character of Loveciryo; and thep they very lovingly hur - 
ried into the Rofe. 

I had feen too much in the Play-houfe to follow them, 
and went to a Coffee-houfe to examine, whether there 
Was any thing in this Covent Garden Tragedy, that could 
hy the leaft claim to wit, or deferve any encouragement 
from the Town. I muft fubmit it to all men of fenfe, 
whether that can pafs for humour, which is only the dull 
seprefentation of the moft obfcene charaéters in life ; and 
‘humour.is the only thing the Poet can pretend to boat. 
Were it fo, I doubt not but every Drury-lane Bully might 
make a humourous Poet: for furely he could very natu- 
rally defcribe a fcene of life in which he was always con- 
verfants nor is there the moft ftupid wretch but might 
pfs for a Wit, would he gain that name at the expence 
of all decency, as well as innocence. 

Where is the humour of the Bawdy-houfe fcene to any but 
a Rake? Or that of Hacxasouta and SrorMANDRA to 
any women, but thofe of the Town? Thefe indeed, may 
{mile to fee how naturally the Poet enters into their cha- 
racters; but the joke is entirely loft to all others. —— As 
to the mock Heroic, the lines are bad,. nor any thing to 
recommend the numerous fimilies. The fuccels of this 
Piece will determine whether the age is fallen to the 
loweft ebb ; for I fhould entertain but a bad opinion of 
the intelle&ts of that Man, or chaftity of that Woman, who 
would give the leaft encouragement to the moft dull ob- 
{cene Piece, that, I may venture to fay, ever appeared on 
any public ftage. .
